Albany, N. Y., Aug. 13.—The Demo­ 
cratic organization’s plan to impeach 
Governor Sulzer on charges of divert­ 
ing campaign contributions to his pri­ 
vate use and swearing to a false state­ 
ment of campaign reecipts were halted 
for hours by the realization of the 
leaders that they lacked votes enough 
to put through their program. 
It requires a majority of seventy-six 
votes to impeach the governor, and so 
far but sixty-five members have sig­ 
nified that they favor this action. 
Cards with the warning “Whoever 
votes for impeachment, say your pray­ 
ers!” underneath a skull and cross­ 
bones. were in circulation about the 
capitol corridors. The reverse side of 
the card bore an attack on Senator 
Flaw ley. 
Members of the Frawley investigat­ 
ing committee have received anony­ 
mous letters of a threatening charac­ 
ter. • 
Govarnor Sulzer sat behind the clos­ 
ed doors of the executive chamber, in­ 
terrupting his conference with friends 
and counsel occasionally to send for 
independent 
Democrats, Republican 
and Progressive assemblymen and to 
ascertain their views. 
One of tiles** visitors. Assemblyman 
Sehaap, Progressive leader, told the 
governor that he was convinced ‘ the 
organization would crack the whip” 
and get the votes to impeach him. 
<k»vernor Sulzer’s 
champion* 
are 
chiefly Progressives and Republicans. 
On the senate side, where will be tried 
the articles of impeachment, every 
Republican member met in informal 
fashion ut a hotel and discussed the 
situation. They decided to lay aside 
their political affiliations should the 
governor he impeached, and try tho 
case solely on its merits. Their votes, 
they said, would Do east, not as Re­ 
publicans, hat as senators who had 
forgotten, in the gravity of the situa­ 
tion, that they belonged to any politi­ 
cal party or organization. 
The gathering in the governor's of­ 
fice was swollen by the arrival of Re­ 
publican 
and 
Progressive 
members 
and a number of Democrat* who voted 
against the organization. 


The Atitude of the United States Gov­ 


ernment to Be Outlined In Formal 


Term*. 


Mexico City, Mex., Aug. 13. — The 
message from President Wilson which 
John Lind, his personal rcpresenta 
tive, has 
for 
President Huerta, la 
ready for presentation. At least a part 
of tho American administration’s de 
sires are expressed in a document that 
was translated into Spanish. 
Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the Ameri­ 
can charge d'affaires, took steps to as­ 
certain whether the Huerta govern 
went would receive the communica­ 
tion. That it will do so there is little 
doubt, since it has never expressed 
unwillingness to accept embassy com 
munications, and the receipt of the 
message would not involve the recep 
tion of Lind or Dr. William Bayard 
Hale, who also Is In Mexico on behalf 
of the state department. 
All persons concerned in the presen­ 
tation of the statement of the attitude 
of the United States government to­ 
ward Mexico are reticent as to it* 
character, hut there is reason to be­ 
lieve that the first note, if it is ac­ 
cepted, will be followed by at Past 
one other, and that the full import of 
Washington's suggestions or demands 
will he loll for a still later stage. 
Mexican officials are uncommunica­ 
tive regarding Lind's mission, hut un 
officially their attitude of non-compli­ 
ance with any plan of Interference on 
the part of the United States govern 
meat has not been changed. 
Lind and Hale w'ore In close confer 
once for several hours. The most of 
Lind's time, however, wan spent at his 
hotel, chiefly that he might lie near 
Mrs. Lind, who is unable to leave her 
room because of illness. Her indisjiosi- 
tion is not serious. 
Lind declared that he did not have 
the slightest intention of discussing 
affairs regarding Mexico with private 
individuals, lls said his business was 
with official Mexico and that he would 
be careful with whom 
he 
talked. 
T h e r e nee d b<- no apprehension, br­ 
added, that he would embarrass the 
government by any indiscretions of 
that sort. 
President Huerta and Henry Lane 
Wilson, former American ambassador 
to Mexico, have exchanged telegram* 
on the subject of Mr. Wilson’s atitude 
on the questions between the United 
States and Mexico. The di patch of 
President Huerta sass: 
“The Mexican republic, through my­ 
self, thanks you for the justice with 
which you expressed yourself regard­ 
ing the government of this country.” 
Mr. Wilson in acknowledging the 
telegram 
expressed the belief 
that 
wise counsel would prevail and that 
an honorable settlement of the ques­ 
tions at Issue compatible with the dig­ 
nity 
of 
both 
countries 
would 
be 
reached.

TOBACCO TRUST UNDER FIRE 


Senator Say* Dead Magnate’* Fortune 
Was Increased by Decision. 
Washington, Aug. 13.—That the to­ 
bacco trust, instead of being dissolved 
by the decree of the supremo court of 
the United State*, bas Increased Its 
monopolistic control of tobacco man­ 
ufactures, was asserted in the senate 
by Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska. In 
discussing the tobacco schedule of the 
tariff hill. 
Mr. Hitchcock announced that he 
would later offer hi* amendment. Ile 
said that the four companies which 
formed the tobacco trust had grown 
richer since the supreme court’s dis­ 
solution decree and that the tobacco 
monopoly was greater aud stronger 
than ever.

Brady probably was richer than 
the late J. P. Morgan, that he was one 
of the defendants In the tobacco trust 
suit and that since the dec ree his for­ 
tune had swelled more than $ 10,000,- 
000 through the enhancement of hi* 
tobacco holdings alone.
